Amusing Magical Experiment.

Bouk a pilece of thread in strong
salt water, dry It, sad repeal two or
three times. When thoroughly dry tle
one end to a chandeller, and on the
other tie a4 ring or some small but not
too heavy article.

It Is now ready for the experiment,
Bet fire to the thread, and behold the
ring does not fall ta the floor, nor
does' the thread break.

KEEPING CHICKENS IN COLD

Inexperienced Poultry Ralsers Maks
Mistake In Furnlshing Quarters
That Are Too Warm.

One of the mistakes made by nearly
all the inexperlenced poultry ralsers is
in keoping the chickens too warm in
winter, They cannot bring themselves
to belleve that the hen fa so warmly
olad that It can llve ln the open ke
A quall, partridge, prairle chicken and
other wild fowl,

No one would think of furnishing
warm guarters for the sparrow or the
wild pigeon. Feathers are non-conduo
tors and as comforiable as furs, They
nre wo thickly placed on the chicken
that the cold cannot get through nor
can the body heat get out, The only
shelter that a chicken really needs I8
from wet and from drafts.

A chicken that Is Ilnured to cold
weather ia not so apt to get slok.
Many coops are open In front, only
curtaina of burlap or some other cheap
material belng provided to protect the
chicken from stormy weather.

Stir so thoroughly that the
Nguld will be uniformly distributed
through the plaster. This mixture,
‘When dry, will be a plunkish brown
powder, having a carbolic odor. For
flce or mites on fowls, thoroughly dust
and work the powder through the
feathers, On about the third day give
n second dusting, This will rid the
birds of all insects.
